the impresiqn they gave in. serving 
liquors to their guests. Then came 
the pressure on President Harding 
from various sources to set an ex- 
ample. He had always felt that so 
long as he did not serve liquors in 
the formal dining room it was his 
privileges 
to acceptu gifts 
from 


friends of pre-war beverages 
and 


that this might be consumed in the 
privacy of the white House apart- 
ments. But just before his western 
trip he decided even, this was not 
desirable and in his famous Denver 
speech called on everybody to give 
up their stocks of liquors even 
though legally acquired. 


Under the Coolidge administra- 


-tion the cabinet officers have uni- 
formly observed the spirit as well 
as th1* latter of the law but beyond 
the cabinet circle the dry law has 
not had too many supporters, es- 
pecially in functions 
attended by 


members of congress in the various 
homes where most of the entertain- 
ing is done. The idea that it would 
not be loyal to Hoover in view of his 
last campaign if intoxicants were 
to be served and bootleggers patron- 
ized, is beginning to take hold and 
whet-er Mr. Hoover himself is re- 
sponsible or whether it has come 
about naturally because of the im- 
plications of the last presidentiial 
campaign the fact is a change is 
coming and is noticeable alreadv.

The embassies and legations, of 


course, are as popular cases as ever 
bat the number of Americans who" 
feel the compulsion to forebear tq 
drink even when legally permitted 
to do so is increasing. "While it may- 
be early to take such a step Jt would 
not be surprising in a few years to' 
see ambassador? and ministers "con- 
forming to custom" in America by 
omitting the intoxicants except when, 
entertaining: their own countrymen.

"For all'the things in the world 


I'm thankful, but my friends are 
my greatest comforts," 
he says 


"But I have so many blessings the> 
are beyond recall." 


He talks in stilted, old-fashioned 


phrases like that, does this old man 
who has lived a dozen years past the 
century mark. It's easy to under- 
stand why he does; after all, he was 
a middle-aged man. when the Civil 
War broke out. 


TODAY'S YOUNG PEOPLE 


"Young people today aren't 
at 


all thankful," says Tranum. "They 
should be even more thankful for 
the bounties of the earth than an 
old fellow like I am, that's just 
waiting for a call to an unknown 
world." 


He casts his mind far back -when 


you ask him to tell about the first 
Thanksgiving he can remember. His 
•mind delves back into the days be- 
fore your grandfather 
was 
born; 


then he says: 


"The first Thanksgiving I can re- 


call wasn't such a pleasant one. I 
was at the home of old Martin Kneff 
near Harrisonburg, "Va., Kneff had

I was only ten. Every day he 


took me out to the stable, tied me 
to a beam and whipped me with a 
switch until the blood would run 
down my legs.

"The day before Thanksgiving I 


I snared a 
hare and had him for dinner — not 
a rabbit, a hare. There used to be 
lots of them in Virginia and they 
were better 
than any old turkey 


gobbler ever expected to be

Thinking men and women through- 


out the country will welcome the news 
from Washington that Mr. Coolidge 
is to make another effort 
to 
bring 


about American participation in the 
world court. We believe there is genu- 


* ine regret that the United States 
is 


not in the court. There is, of course, 
an element of our people who have no 


~- opinion on the subject, or whose views 


are determined by politicians 
who 


.have tried to prevent adherence, but 
this opinion does not reflect the real 
conscience and will of the nation. It is 


> superficial and unreliable. With two 
,' or three exceptions, we know of no 


men high in American public life who 


- have not given their unqualified in- 


dorsement to the world court. 
The 


moral and educational forces in the 
, nation are for it. 


The fact that the Permanent Court 


of International Justice has been man- 
handled by politics is now generally 
"recognized, but it ought not longer 
to govern our course of action. If it 


"had 
not been man-handled we would 


have gone into the court without at- 


- taehing reservations, 
everyone 
of 


which could be dispensed with with- 
out endangering our interests. They 


" were tacked on by politicians who like 


to make themselves out by some show 
of performance as especially Ameri- 


- can-minded. They are of the type tfhat 


like to wave Old Glory and get the ap- 
plause of the crowd. Some of them in 
addition were obstructionists 
who 


hoped that the reservations would 
either defeat ratification by the senate 
or acceptance by the other court sig- 
natories. 


However, the reservations 
have 


- been attached to ratification and un- 


doubtedly will remain. The senate has 
: too exalted a notion of its dignity and 
- self-importance to change its attitude, 
- but it may be that the reservations, 
, some of which are undeniably ambig- 


uous, can be satisfactorily explained to 


~ the large group of nations which has 


set up this tribunal for the further- 


" ance o£ peaceful relations and the 
~ settlement of- juridical controversies 


by a sane and sensible method. 


Mr. Coolidge's administration will 


fall just short of that success to which 


•„ he must naturally -wish it to close if he 
'' has failed to bring abdut American 


adherence to the world court. There 
will be a reflection upon his record 
that implies inability to achieve what 
manifestly should have been achieved, 
nor will this shortcoming be wiped out 


- by approval of the treaty of Paris re- 


nouncing war. The two measures have 
to. do with widely separated fields of 
action. Both are necessary to the prog- 
ress and strength of the peace move- 
ment. 


Most persons had given up hope 


that Mr. Coolidge would attempt to 
revive the World court issue. Notice 
that he will do so is an agreeable sur- 
prise and it shows he is not insensible 
to one of the highest moral duties of 
his government in respect to foreign 
relations.

Says David Lawrence, veteran po- 


litical Avriter of Washington: 


"We can't learn a great deal about 


the next ten years by a review of the 
last decade. 


"The recuperative power of the 


Avorld was under-estimated, as was the 
spirit of the people. For hatred is al- 
most gone, a Germany able to pay has 
grown up, and the labor dollar today 
is better than it was in pre-war days." 


Of these three notable develop- 


ments, the most remarkable and re- 
assuring is the passing of hatred. 
There cannot be much doubt about it, 
among those who look open-mindedly 
at what is going on in the world. It 
is perfectly clear that America does 
"not'hate Germany, and equally clear 
that Germany does not hate America. 
The relations of Britain and Germany 
are almost cordial. The greatest sur- 
prise of all is the approach to friendly 
tolerance and cooperation in Germany 
and France. They do not yet love each 
other, but they have come far from the 
bitter hatred of old. 


How account for this? The world 


has really learned from the war. Per- 
haps that conflict quenched more en- 
mities than friendships, leaving 
the 


nations ready for a new appraisal of 
each other. They still bicker and spat 
more or less, but no longer are they 
eager to fly at each other's throats. 


The soldiers, even while fighting, 


learned that their enemies were hu- 
man like themselves. They have come 
home and taught that to 
civilians. 


Therein lies the greatest promise of 
peace and good will, and hence of 
prosperity and happiness. If the prom- 
ise of the last decade is fulfilled, we 
should go far in the next.

THE ARMY OF DEER HUNTERS 


Upwards of 50,000 deer hunters are 


expected to visit the upper peninsula 
of Michigan during the next few 
weeks. An extra ferry has been put in- 
to service at the Straits of Mackinac 
to serve them, and the wild land of the 
peninsula is being dotted with camps. 


Yet, despite this influx of hunters, 


which was paralleled last year and the 
year before, deer are said to be more 
plentiful in upper Michigan this fall 
than in many years. 
Furthermore, 


state game wardens believe ,they will 
be even more plentiful next year. 


The answer, of course, is the fact 


that Michigan is carrying forward a 
sane, far-sighted program of conserva- 
tion. The woods are well patrolled by 
game wardens, regulations are rigidly 
enforced, and the wolves that used to 
decimate the wild herds are being ex- 
terminated. Sportsmen 
are satisfied, 


yet wild life is on the increase. Mich- 
igan can be proud of this achievement.

JBut for his refusal to 
run for re-election- to the senate in 
1914, "Warren Q. Harding might 
never have come to Washington po- 
litical Me, never have reached the 
-White House to die in office and op- 
en the way the presidency for Cal- 
vin Coolidge.

Lacking that chain 
of circum- 


stances all flowing out of Burton's 
withdrawal from the senate, who can 
say -what the course of American 
political history might have been? 
What might otherwise ha\e been 
the status of Herbert Hoo\er? For 
it was the seat voluntarily left by 
Burton which Harding filled to give 
him the place that made him his 
party's candidate for the presiden 
cy in-1820. 


Burion's swan song in the senate 


was the filibuster he led successful- 
ly against a democratic $53,000,000 
river and harbor bill. Revolt of 16 
democrats led finally to the first 
lump sum river 
and harbor bill, 


pruned to $20,000,000 Now, as an 
outgrowth of that battle, the lump 
sum $5,000,000 substitute for the 
old fashioned "pork barrel" river 
and harbor measure is an establish- 
ed practice.

Re- 
move the -wing on the same side in 
the same way. making a circular cut 
around the Joint close to the body. 


"Without removing the fork cat 


thin slices lengthwise 
from 
the 


breast, beginning close to the place 
•where the wing -was removed. WorK 
up to the ridge of the breast, keep- 
ing the slices thin and parallel to 
the breast bone. 


For the first time the carving fork 


is removed. Separate the second 
joint and drumstick, catting the 
flesh to the joint, pressing the joint 
apart with the blade of the knife 
and cutting through the ligaments.

If, despite the dribbler's 
effort to avoid contact personal con- 
tact ensues, either player, or both 
may be guilty, but.the greater res- 
ponsibility is on the dribbler if he 
tries to dribble by an opponent who 


in his path." 
-L. S. S. St. John of Ohio State, 


chairman of the joint rules commit- 
tee,, said' the intention of the rules 
committee was to do away with the 
dribble as 'much as possible.

"We want to prevent a player-from 


running down the court with the ball 
like a football player going down the 
field," St. John' said.' 'If the dribble 
is''not curbed, the game is going out 
of hand and away from the A. B. C.'s 
of basketball." •

who said that everything possible is 
being done to speed up the game and 
prevent it from lagging. 


'The dribbler who gets the ball 


and trys to go around and by every- 
body or gets the- ball and holds it is 
a menace to the game and should 
be done away with," he said.

In one instance, he said, a farmer 
paid $2 for a small bottle of reme- 
dy for contagious abortion. 
When 


analyzed the bottle proved to con- 
tain nothing more than brown sugar, 
bran and water and was absolutely 
useless. 


Before the discussion 
on quack 


medicines Mr. Cramer gave a talk 
on Better Feeding. He pointed out 
that the most important item m in- 
creasing milk production was proper 
feeding. Following is the feeding ra-

At a recent tribal meeting the In- 


dians prepared the petition, claim- 


Ing as a reason for their action, that 
the white men committed depreda- 
tions on the reservation. 


"The 
Indians 
have recourse 


against white men who commit dep- 
redations," one sportsman here said, 
"by revoking his special license and 
never granting him another." This 
same sportsman said 
he had never 


seen an instance of any depredation 
of any kind committed 
by a. white 


man.

He pointed out that in 1927 local 


sportsmen had planted 
400 cans of 


trout in the streams on the reserva- 
tion and this summer 387 more cans 
were planted. 
-He said that trout 


fishing on the reservation had been 
built up largely by the white men 
and he could see no reason why they 
phould .be deprived of the privilege 
of Cshing there.
